In 
each case Jesus had compassion upon 
the multitudes because of their hun- 
ger, and He abundantly supplied their 
need by miraculously increasi: a 
very small quantiy of food. ‘When 
we consider who it was who did this 
and how He had fed millions for 
many yee with bread from heav- 
en and had brought water from a 
tock for them, how He had cared for 
Elijah by the ravens and multiplied 
the widow’s meal and oil and made 
twenty loaves suffice for 100 men, 
there is nothing remarkable in His 
doing this great thing, for His very 
name is “Wonderful.”” If we consider 
the first miracle, the 5,000 fed, we 
shall, I think, cover the other also. 
The apostles had gathered to Jesus 
and had told Him-all that they had 
done and taught, and He had taken 
them aside to rest awhile, for there 
were so many coming and going that 
they had no leisure even to eat. (I 
am considering the lesson with a har- 
mony of the gospels before me.

THE GLEICHEN CALL. 


LOUIS OF BATTENBERG, 


May's Probable Successor Is Well- 
Known and Popular in Canada. 


Reports from England state that 
Admiral Sir W. H. May, one of the 
most eminent officers of the British 
navy will relinquish his post as chief 
in command of the Home Fleet, and 
that his successor will probably be a 
sailor agreeably known to (Qana- 
dians, Prince uis of Battenberg. 
He has indeed been personally known 
to Canadians for more than a gener- 
ation, As a young man in the seven- 
ties being then a younger scion of 
an impoverished German principality 
he had a project of marrying and ¢:t- 
tling down in Toronto. Thirty years 
later he came back and spent a real- 
happy holiday among old friends at 
Quebec, Montreal and Toronto and 
incidentally touched the button at 
the opening of the Canadian National 
Exhibition. It is said that he has 
not benefited in the least in his ca- 
reer in the navy through his reln- 
tionship to the royal family. Indeed 
it is not too much to say that the 
reverse has been the case. Had he 
possessed another and less German 
name there is no doubt that he 
would have been First Sea Lord of 
the Admiralty before to-day. Yegrs 
ago he was passed over for command 
after command for which he was em- 
inently fitted in every way owing to 
the German atmosphere that sur- 
rounds his name. If he succeeds Ad- 
miral Sir W. H. May in the Home 
Fleet there will no doubt he some out- 
cry raised, says Modern Society, but 
as a matter of fact the prince ia thor- 
oughly British in his sentiments and 
aspirations, otherwise he would have 
accepted the throne of Bulgaria when 
it was offered to him several yeara 
ago. He is one of the most popular 
men in the royal navy to-day. Not 
only is he noted for the possession of 
all those kindlinesses of heart and 
tender delicacies of feeling which en- 
dear him to all who serve under him, 
but his natural sense of justice is so 
true, and his administration is so 
lenient, and tempered with so full a 
consideration of all extenuating cir- 
cumstances, that if the prince says a 
thing has to be done that is all the 
men want to know.

And so we read in the elo- 
quent words of “Speranza” (Lady 
Wilde) how “‘stately kings swept by 
in their painted chariots; yellow- 
haired heroes rushed to battle shak- 
ing their spears and shouting their 
war songs; while the thick gold tor- 

ues rattle on arm and throat, and 
their many-colored cloaks stream in 
the wind, They pass us by and are 
lost to sight, and their places are 
filled with others in a shifting, splen- 
did, confused pageant of monarchs 
and warriors and’ beautiful women, 
for whose love the heroes are glad to 
die and the kings to ril their 
crowns. And foremost of all move 
the thn bards, striking their 
golden harps, telling of glories past 
and handing down the names of 
heroes forever. 

“All the ancient life, of Ireland 
The Brehons inton- 


ing people; the Senachies chanted the 
genealogies of the kings, while the 
poets recited the deeds of heroes or 
sang to their gold harps those ex- 
quisite airs that once haunted the 
hills and glens of Ireland.” 

The study of Irish poesy for the 
seven hundred years succeeding the 
Norman invasion is a sad one. hen 
the chivalry of the Middle Ages was 
developing the romantic poetry of 
Provence, Ireland was in a death 
struggle with the Dane. When Dante 
and Petrarch sung in the mellifiuous 
Tuscan, Ireland was encountering the 
best soldiers of Europe under Eliza- 
beth’s generals. While Spanish min- 
strels were chanting the glories of 
Charlemagne and the Cid, the same 
unending duel was going on. And 
while kings and princes were every: 
where else making culture the pr 
of their reigns, the priest, thd school. 
master and the bard in Ireland had 
a price on their heads. The vicious 
patecucs of the penal code had done 
ts work, , 

Music and song still lived, but in 
a character almost entirely new. Then 
was added that distinct trait, which 
is since almost inseparable from Irish 
song—the wild, passionate wail of 
hopeless grief or the tender melan- 
choly, such as surrounds one w 
memories are all of the dead. 


Crew's Narrow Escape. 

A thrilling tale of the sea was told 
when the crew of the trawler Ava 
were landed at Hull, the other day, 
the vessel having sprung a leak and 
foundered in the North Sea.

We talk of liberty, self-gov- 
ernment, and even equality, and we 
allow a few hundred men who have 
merely taken the trouble to be born 
to overthrow anything Parliament has 
done, if they are so minded,”

. TIME TO SOW 
* Alfalfa is one of the hardiest | 
foraye crops grown. However, it 
may be killed by w hurd frost just 
atiar the seed has sprouted, and the 
young. plant’ has appeared; but! 
when the plants have thrown. out a 
few leaves, and have made some 
growth, there is not much danger of | 
frost. For this reason, it is not 
wise to sow too early, so that there 
may be danger of the young sprout- | 
ing seeds being caught by lite 
frosts From the middle to the end | 
of May has proven to be the best} 
seeding time for alfalfa in the Bow 
Valley 

METHOD.OF SEEDING 

The best method of secding is 
with the ordmary grain drills, with 
yriss seed attachments. Asa rule, 
the ordinary grain drills can not 
be closed up tight enough to sow 
less than twenty five to thirty pounds 
per acre, so that the special grass 
seed attachments are a great 
improvement 

There are also in some markets 
what are culled ‘* wheelbarrow 
seeders," that answer the purpose 
very well 

The seed may also be sown by 
broadcasting. When this method 
is followed, usually a light stroke 
with the harrow will suffice to cover 
the seed. On account of the fact 
that alfalfa seeds are very small, it 
is not wise to seed too deeply 

Deep seeding may exhaust the 
food supply of the tiny plant, and 
vefore it yets a root hold and gains 
the surface of the ground, it may 
become smothered. In a_ well- 
prepared seed bed. where the soil 
is fuirly pulverixed, from an inch to 
two inches will be found ample 
depth, 

Uniess the seed bed is inclined to 


'be loose and fluffy, we would not 


recominend rolling ; but when the 
roller is ued a light stroke of the 
harrow should tollow, to restore the 
loose earth mulch to the surface o! 
the ground 

NURSE CROP 

The safest plan is to sow the 
falla wethout a nurse crop, and 
this is the plan usually followed, 
Wihough there ‘are sections in 
Kansas and other States, where 
Necessful spring crops are grown 
ts shelter crops. This, however, is 
generally goactised where the soit ix | 
0 light, that it is apt to drift with 
the wind and cover the young 
alfalfa plants. lu this case a nurs: 
crop may be advisable, but it 
should always be removed for hay 
as soon as the altalfa plants have 
yotten firmly established. 

In the Buw River Valley, soils 
are not of this character, and so the 
best results are obtained without 
the use of nurse crops 
CARE OF ALFALFA DURING 

FIRST YEAR 

No crop should be looked for from 
the alfalta during the first year. [1 
is_a good plan when the plants at- 
tain a height of six to eight inches 
to run over it with the mower and 
allow the “clipping” to remain ont 
the field. However, if the clipping 
amounts to more than a third of a 
ton of hay, it is best to remove it 
Ifless than this amount, it should 
be eft on the field. When the sun 
is bright and hot and the clipping is 
not too heavy, it will be much better! 
to leave it 48 a protection to the 
crown and tender shoots of the 
plant. This clipping of the crop the 
lirst year is especially valuable in 
that the eneryies of the plant that 
tre preparing for seed development 
ure directed instead to developing 
the crown and further stooling. 

IRRIGATION 

As arule, the first year's irriga- 
tion should be postponed as long as 
dussible and no water applied until 
there ix real need of moisture. This

SISTERHOOD OF THE HOLY FACE 
1s NOW A MEMORY. 


Onder of Devoted Women In Montreal 
Who Lived and Practiced Their 
Holy Exercises In Heart of Busi- 
ness Section Have Disappeared— 
Tradition Says They Slept In Cof- 
fins With a Crucifix Before Them. 


The evening of Good Friday is the 
time set apart in the great Church of 
Notre Dame, Montreal, for the Adora- 
tion of the Holy Face. 

“La Sainte Face,” a ceremony 
which consists chiefly of visiting the 
Stations of the Cross, with a period 
for meditation at each spot, hallow- 
ed in the imagination by the suffer- 


ings endured by the Saviour in the 
course of his agonized journey. 


year after year, the faithful have 
wended their way thoughtiully home- 
ward, they have asked one another, 
quietly and solemnly, “And whut has 
become of the Convent of that other 
Holy Face, and what of the little 
nuns that inhabited it?’ 

For, not more than a decade ago, 
there was such a convent right in the 
heart of the city, inhabited by little 
nuns, who lived as austere a life as 
the Trappists at Oka, and, like so 
many other brave and noble re- 
ligieuses prayed for those in the great 
world who did not pray for them. 
selves, 

It used to be known as the Myster- 
ious Convent and was situated on the 
west side of Amherst street, just be- 
low 8t.

A WESTERN FAMILY, 


Chief Justice Sifton Is One of a 
Pioneer Stock on Prairies. 


The Hon. Arthur Lewis Sifton, 
Chief Justice of Alberta, who, it is 
stated, has the refusal of the Premier. 
ship of the province if he cares to 
leave the safe seclusion of the Bench 


for the uncertain honors of active | 


political life, is the elder brother of 
the Hon. Clifford Sifton and son of 
Mr. John Wright Sifton, of Brandon. 
who many years ago had the honor of 
being Speaker of the Manitoba Legis. 
lature. Judge Sifton, who is a B.A. 
of Victoria University, Cobourg, 
studied law in Manitoba, was admit- 
ted to practice at the Bar of that 
province in 1882, and practiced for 
some time at Prince Albert. He pos- 
sesses one valuable quality which his 
brother does not have in any conspi- 
cuous degree, that of great platform 
and personal magnetism, and it is 
probably on this quality, as well as 
on his natural ability, that the Alber- 
ta Liberals are reckoning in inviting 
him to be their leader. The father 
of these well-known brothers has been 
an active pioneer in various fields of 
national activity. He in 1860 organ- 
ized the first big company to exploit 
Cunadian petroleum, remaining con- 
nected with that industry in Lamb- 
ton County until 1874, when he went 
to Manitoba to undertake some tele- 
graph and railway construction work, 

With twé& other gentlemen whose 
interests he soon after bought out, he 
was awarded the contracts ‘for build- 
ing and maintaining for five years a 
telegraph line from the city of Win- 
hipeg to Fort Pelly, and forthe clear. 
ing of the right of way, a hundred 
feet wide for a distance of about three 
hundred miles, for the then contem- 
plated Canadian Pacific Railway, The 
natural obstacles encountered were 
appalling. The fearful wet seasons of 
1876, 1877 and 18738 flooded the coun- 
try along the line for forty miles east 
of Lake Manitoba and sixty miles 
west, to a depth, in some places, of 
six feet, making it iinboust bts 
the line up. As the Government re- 
fused to make a: ¥ allowance for this, 
the loss was very great. Some idea 
may be formed of the difficulty of 
performing work of that character in 
Manitoba at that time when it is 
stated that one winter, provisions 
having run out at one of Mr. Sifton’s 
camps, he had to send supplies by 
dog-trains one hundred and sixty 
miles, and then have it carried on 
men’s backs sixty miles further, mak- 
ing the cost of freight from Winnipeg 
to the camp twelve cents per pound. 
At no time during the best part of the 
season, could the same goods be trans- 
ported over the route at less than five 
cents per pound freight. In the early 
eighties Mr. Sifton removed to Bran- 
don and went in for wheat raising, 
being one of the pioneers of the dis- 
trict, and raising from 10,000 to 18,- 
000 bushels of grain a year. 

Mr. Siiton, senior, came to Canada 
from Tipperary, Ireland, in 1832, hia 
ancestry on both sides, however, be- 
ing purely English, 

Prizes For Alfalfa Fields. 

Saskatchewan is clearing the floor 
for a great contest. The event will not 
be spectacular, but its effect will be 
greater than that of any previous 
movement that has taken place in 
the agricultural competition in the 
growing of alfalfa. This movement 
was inaugurated at the Agricultral 
Societies’ Convention held at Regina 
in January last when it was decided 
that a prize of $1,000 would be award- 
ed for the best ten-acre field of alfal- 
fa in Saskatchewan in 1914. Since 
then others have volunteered assist- 
ance. But the competition has out- 
grown the first plan; ten times $1,000 
would not be more than sufficient to 
finance the competition as it is now 
planned to conduct it. 

The Agricultural Societies’ Conven- 
tion favored the plan of having the 
competition conducted by a commit- 
tee appointed by the Minister of Agri- 
culture. The committee named’ by the 
Minister consists of the Dean of the 
College of Agriculture for Saskatche- 
wan, the superintendent of the Ex- 


perimental Farm, Indian Head, and 
the president of the Grenfell Agricul- 
tural Society, with the director of 


extension work in the College of Agri- 
culture as secretary. 
of the committee, Dean Rutherford, 
asked for a meeting of the committee 
to prepare rules to govern the con- 
test, and this was held at Indian 
Head, The approved plan provides 
for a division of the province into 
four parts. Prizes will be offered for 
the six best fields of alfalfa in each 
of the districts. The prizes will be 
as follows:—First, $500; second, $400; 
third, $300; fourth, $200; fifth, $100; 
sixth, $75. The first prize field will 
be scored for the championship, which 
will consist of a magnificent silver 
trophy. 


Crops of 1909. 

Of the total production of wheat in 
the Western provinces last year, 96.48 

r cent. was merchantable, of oats 

.13 per cent., and of barley 95.44 per 
cent. Manitoba shows the highest per- 
centage of merchantable wheat, oats 
and barley, being 98.83 for wheat, 
97.59 for oats and 98.13 for barley. In 
Ontario there was at the end of March 
3,017,000 bushels of wheat as against 
4,550,000 bushels last year, of oats 
37,780,000 as against 44,715,000 bush- 
els, of barley 4,920,000 as against 
7,144,000 bushels, of potatoes 13,224,000 
as against 10,026,000 bushels, of tur- 
nips and other roots 11,658,000 as 
against 32,757,000 bushels in 1909. In 
Quebec at the same date there was 
on hand of oats 13,677,000 as against 
14,000,000 bushels in 1909, of potatoes 
14,671,000 as against 7,042,000 bushels, 
of turnips and other roots 2,161,000 aa 
against 3,673,000 bushels last year. In 
the Maritime Provinces there was on 
hand of oats 3,788,000 as against 
6,089,000 bushels last year, of potatoes 
10,907,000 as against 12,488,000 bushels, 
of turnips and other roots 2,837,000 as 
against 3,673,000 bushels in 1909.

1S A YM.C.A, WORKER 


G. A. WARBURTON, OF TORONTO, 
HAS WIDE EXPERIENCE. 


He Was Born In England Fifty Years 
Ago and Came to America as a Boy 
—Started Life as a Blacksmith and 
at Twenty Entered Y.M.C.A. Work 
—He Worked For Years In the 
Railway Section of the Work. 


Since Toronto’s great campaign to 
raise $600,000 for the Y.M.C.A. in that 
city there have been few men more 
in the public eye than General Secre- 
tary George A. Warburton. 

Born in Somersetshire, England, 
October 4th, 1859, Mr. Warburton 
came to America when eight years of 
age with his father. They soon lo- 
cated in Auburn, New York, where he 
worked as a blacksmith with his 
father. He became a member of the 
Auburn Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation, and was soon an enthusias- 
tic volunteer worker, being on several 
of the active committees. He wus 
called to the Watertown, New York, 
Association at 20 years of age, to be- 
come their general secretary, and

serving that organization he 
was associated with Mr. George B. 
Massey, a cousin of Mr. Chester D. 
Massey, who has been his life long 


while 


friend. His work attracted the atten. 
tion of the Syracuse Young Men's 
Christian Association, to which he 
was called to become general secre- 
tary, serving them for two years. 
In 1883 he was invited by Mr. Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt to become general 
secretary of the Railroad Branch of 
the New York Association, and enter- 
ing on his duties he became identified 
with the railroad work and had much 


tral Station work led the way and 
‘was regarded as the model for such 
associations. . Mr. Warburton sur- 
rounded himself with the leading 
railway officers of the great Vander- 
bilt system and secured their co- 
operation in the erection of buildings 
and in the corporate support of the 
various branches. He established in 
1887 a monthly magazine, ‘Railroad 
Men,” and was its editor. Mr. War- 
burton formed a federation of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association 
on the New York Central lines. Mr. 
Warburton has written several hymns 
and was chairman of the committee 
that published the Association Hymn 
Book, which has served to raise the 
standard of Association singing 
throughout the world. He is a most 
enthusiastic fisherman and _ sports- 


man. 


Twice Buried. 


An extraordinary mistake by under. 
takers led to the remains of a man of 
independent means being twice buried 
within three days at Nottingham, 
Eng., recently. The man was Wm, 
| Morley, who died suddenly while on 
his way to the city. The body was 
| taken to the mortuary, but the cor- 
oncr deemed an inquest unnecessary, 
The bodies of two paupers were also 
in the mortuary, and during the day 
the funeral contractors to the Poor 
Guardians were’ instructed to remove 
these two bodies for burial in the gen- 
eral cemetery. 

Later in the day the friends of Mr. 
Morley went to the mortuary for his 
body, but were startled to find that 
the only body in the mortuary was 
that of u stranger. The funeral con- 
tractor had buried Mr. Morley’s body 
in mistake for one of the paupers. The 
Home Secretary was communicated 
with, and he guve permission for an 
exhumation. The body was dug out 
of its pauper’s grave and given -a 
second and proper burial the follow- 
ing day.
